The cited art of record fail to teach a display drive system comprising a first IC and a 
second IC, each of the ICs includes a current mirror circuit having an input side transistor 
supplied with a predetermined drive current and a plurality of output side parallel transistors, 
and a current output circuit which generates a current having a first value in response to an 
output current of one of the output side parallel transistors, wherein the second IC further 
comprises a current generator circuit which generates the predetermined drive current of the 
second IC in response to a predetermined input current and being supplied with the current 
having the first value of the current output circuit of the first IC as defined in claims 16 and 25.
